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\ THILE freezing does not im- 

prove the quality of meat, it 
may slightly increase the tender 
ness. For best freezing and stor- 
ing results, meat should be wrap 
ped and either heat-sealed or lock 
sealed in moisture-vaporproof ma 
terial which is odor-free. For ex- 
ample, cellophane with locker 
paper or cellophane with stockin 
ette may be used with excellent 
results. Good quality beef, pro- 
perly wrapped, may be kept satis- 
factorily for a year 


Meats may be boned for easier 
wrapping. Boned meat also re 
quires less storage space. But 
honing does not improve quality 


Variety meats, such as brains, 
heart, liver, tongue, and sweet- 
breads, freeze and keep surpris- 
ingly well. Freeze in family-size 
cartons or packages so that it will 
not be necessary to thaw more 
than is needed at one time. Wrap 
well so that moisture and flavor 
are not lost through the freezing 
and storage period. 


Ham And Bacon 


If ham and bacon are to be 
kept several weeks or longer, they 
will keep better frozen than by 
any other method of preservation. 
Such meats which have a large 
amount of fat and where salt is 
used in processing have a ten- 
dency to rancidity thus limiting 
the storage period. Because 
smoked meats also have a ten- 
dency to dry out, make sure that 
ham and bacon are properly 
wrapped and packaged to prevent 
undesirable drying during freez- 
ing and storing. Package in quan- 
tities that will be used at one time 
and eliminate the necessity of 
thawing more than is needed. 


Thawing and then refreezing 
causes loss of quality. Frozen 
meat may be kept as long as it re- 
mains frozen. When it is thawed, 
it is better to use as soon as pos- 
sible. Meat when thawed is more

Hints For Freezing 
Equipment 


For long-time storage, all fro 
zen foods must be kept at zero F 
or below. If you do not know how 
cold your home freezer or refrig 
erator freezing compartment is, It 
would be well to have the temper 
ature checked by a reliable re 
frigeration service man.

Defrosting a home freezer is 
accomplished by scraning frost off 
the interior surface with a smooth. 
hard wooden paddle or fiber 
brush. It is not done by melting it 
off as you do in your household 
refrigerator. If, during some sea- 
son of the year you have very few 
packages in your freezer, you 
may wish to remove them and 
wrap them thoroughly to prevent 
thawing, cut off the current, and 
give your home freezer a 
thorough cleaning. However, this 
is rarely necessary if the frost is 
brushed or scraped off and not al- 
lowed to accumulate. 


With these few general rules 
and helpful hints. you should 
have no trouble learning how to 
freeze vegetables and meats at 
home. You'll be survrised how 
easy it really is and how much va- 
riety and enoyment home-frozen 
foods can add to your meals.
